i^MONGST  the  cases  which  have  been  brought  under  the  notice 
of  the  Royal  Humane  Society  during  the  past  year,  and  for 
which  its  Honorary  Medallions  have  been  conferred,  there  are 
some  which  for  cool  intrepidity  have  not  been  excelled  by  any 
which  are  on  the  records  of  the  Institution.  This  observation 
applies  also  to  cases  for  which  pecuniary  rewards  have  been  be- 
stowed by  the  Institution ;  as,  for  instance,  a  case  that  only 
recently  occurred  at  the  London  Docks,  wherein  the  preserver 
of  the  man's  life — himself  a  poor  man — after  an  act  of  singular 
intrepidity,  quietly  observed,  that  his  wife  and  children  must 
go  without  their  Christmas  dinner,  because  he  had  lost  all  he 
possessed  in  his  successful  efforts  to  save  his  drowning  fellow 
creature. 

By  referring  to  the  pages  of  this  Report,  containing  the 
particulars  of  the  meritorious  cases  for  which  Honorary  Silver 
Medallions  have  been  awarded,  it  will  be  perceived  that  they  are 
all  distinguished  by  a  spirit  of  determined  bravery  ;  that  in  one 
instance  the  memorable  conduct  of  Grace  Darling  has  been  imi- 
tated by  another  female  in  humble  life  in  Canada ;  and  although 
the  individual  exertions  of  the  parties  who  have  had  this  honor 
conferred  on  them  vary  according  to  the  critical  circumstances 
which  called  forth  their  intrepid  energies,  yet,  from  the  advanced 
age  of  seventy  to  the  youth  of  twenty,  we  have  the  sympathies 
of  the  brave  mind  awakened  and  brought  into  instant  operation 
in  the  cause  of  humanity. 

It  is  not  possible,  within  the  limits  of  this  Report,  to  notice 
separately  the  praiseworthy  courage  of  all  who  have  entitled 
themselves  to  the  rewards  of  the  Institution  since  the  Committee 
made  its  last  Report  to  the  Governors.  There  have  been  within 
that  short  period  one  hundred  and  sixty-four  claimants;  to 
twenty-three  of  whom  the  Silver  Medal  has  been    awarded ; 
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to  fifteen  the  Bronze  Medal ;  and  pecuniary  rewards  have  been 
bestowed  on  one  hundred  and  twenty-six.  Did  we  pause  to 
reflect  on  the  amount  of  happiness  which  has  been  thus  diffused 
amongst  the  relatives  and  friends  who  were  alone  concerned  in 
those  cases,  we  should  find  enough  to  fill  many  pages  :  and 
although  the  particulars  of  those  cases  only  are  given  in  this 
Report  for  which  Medallions  have  been  conferred,  it  is  due  to 
the  other  claimants  to  state,  that  in  almost  every  instance  their 
prompt  courage  and  humanity  very  justly  entitled  them  to 
the  rewards  they  received.  Within  the  period  referred  to,  the 
lives  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  persons  have  been  pre- 
served, many  of  them  from  casualties  to  which  the  public  are 
now  more  than  ever  liable,  since  the  trafliic  upon  the  river  has 
become  so  general*. 

It  is,  indeed,  as  gratifying  to  the  feelings  of  the  Committee  to 
be  able  to  make  this  Report  as  it  must  be  satisfactory  to  the  Go- 
vernors of  the  Institution  to  receive  it,  as  herein  we  recognize  the 
utility  of  the  Institution  :  for  every  reward  given  a  life  has  been 
preserved  —  a  member  has  been  restored  to  the  bosom  of  a  family  ; 
and  whether  that  member  be  parent,  husband,  wife,  or  child,  the 
result  is  equally  gratifying,  although  the  value  of  each  life,  in  a 
temporal  sense,  may  not  be  of  the  same  importance. 

*  "In  1842,  there  were  16  steam-vessels  running"  daily  between  Gravesend 
and  London,  the  same  number  to  Woolwich,  20  to  Greenwich,  numerous 
small  steamers,  the  boats  of  the  Waterman's  Company  and  of  the  Old 
Woolwich  Company — between  Greenwich  and  Blackwall;  there  were  8 
steam-vessels  constantly  goinj^  up  and  down  the  river  on  their  way  to  and 
from  Dover,  Ramsgate,  Margate,  Heme  Bay,  Southend,  and  Sheerness. 
The  General  Steam  Navigation  Company  had  49  steamers,  all  sailing  from 
London,  a  fleet  superior  to  the  steam  fleet  of  any  of  the  continental  powers, 
and  which  carried  merchandise  and  property  to  the  amount  of  £1,000,000 
sterling  weekly,  and  whose  consumption  of  couls  exceeded  in  value  ^50,000 
per  annum.  There  were  not  less  than  50  other  large  steam-vessels  trading 
between  London  and  various  ports  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland ;  23  steam- 
tugs,  carrying  from  30  to  100-horse  power  each,  exclusively  engaged  in  tow- 
ing ships  between  Gravesend  and  the  Pool ;  20  iron  and  wooden  steamers 
navigating  the  river  between  London-bridge  and  Chelsea ;  two  constantly 
running  between  the  Adelphi  Pier  and  Putney,  and  five  to  Richmond. 
There  are  now  thirty-three  floating  steam-boat  piers  on  the  river  Thames, 
for  landing  and  embarking  steam-boat  passengers." 
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The  other  objects  for  which  the  Institution  was  founded, 
namely,  to  collect  and  circulate  the  most  approved  and  effectual 
methods — and  to  suggest  and  provide  suitable  apparatus  for 
the  preservation  and  restoration  of  life — have  also  claimed  the 
anxious  attention  of  the  Committee  during  the  past  year. 

In  the  last  Annual  Report  of  the  Institution,  it  was  announced 
that  premiums  had  been  offered  by  the  Society,  by  public  adver- 
tisement, for  the  best  and  second  best  Medical  Essay  on  the 
subject  and  treatment  of  Suspended  Animation.  It  is  a  source 
of  deep  regret  to  the  Committee,  that,  after  a  patient  investi- 
gation of  the  papers  which  were  sent  in  by  the  different  can- 
didates, there  is  not  one  that  could  be  recommended  for  the  prize 
offered. 

It  was  also  last  year  stated,  that  the  attention  of  the  Medical 
Members  of  the  Committee  had  been  directed  to  the  apparatus 
for  the  recovery  of  the  apparently  drowned  or  dead.  The  most 
eligible  mode  of  carrying  on  artificial  respiration  came  also  under 
their  consideration. 

For  some  time,  the  practice  has  prevailed  of  inflating  the 
lungs  by  means  of  a  curved  tube  passed  through  the  mouth  into 
the  trachea.  It  is  now  deemed  more  advisable  to  introduce  the 
air  through  a  short  ivory  pipe  inserted  into  one  of  the  nostrils, 
pressing  back  the  lower  part  of  the  larynx  upon  the  commence- 
ment of  the  oesophagus,  to  prevent  the  air  from  passing  down 
into  the  stomach.  The  metallic  trachea  tube  is,  therefore, 
discontinued,  and  the  instrument-case  is  furnished  with  ivory 
nostril  pipes. 

Considerable  alteration  has  also  been  made  in  the  bellows. 
A  pair,  of  a  circular  form,  containing,  by  careful  measurement, 
forty  cubic  inches  of  air,  has  been  tried  at  the  Receiving-House 
of  the  Institution  in  Hyde  Park,  and  found  to  answer  the  purpose 
fully.  An  instrument  of  this  kind  replaces  in  the  case  the  former 
bellows.  Other  instruments  of  a  more  complicated  nature,  in- 
vented by  ingenious  individuals,  and  recommended  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  on  artificial  respiration,  have  received  a  fair  trial 
at  the  Receiving-House  in  the  Park  ;  but  the  simple  mode  of 
inflating  by  the  nostril  is  considered  the  most  eligible. 

It  must,  however,  be  distinctly  understood,  that  the  instru- 
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ments  recommended  by  the  Society  should  not  be  used  except 
by  a  Member  of  the  Medical  Profession  ;  and  tliat,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  medical  aid,  the  instant  application  of  warmth  to  re- 
store the  body  as  quickly  as  possible  to  its  natural  temperature, 
and  the  use  of  friction,  will  be  found  effectual  when  life  is  not 
extinct.  For  this  reason,  it  has  been  considered  advisable  to 
omit,  in  the  Manual  of  the  Institution,  any  recommendation  as  to 
the  use  of  the  bellows,  because  that  Manual  is  intended  rather 
for  the  guidance  of  the  public  in  such  cases  than  for  the  use  of 
Medical  Men,  who  may  all  be  fairly  presumed  to  be  perfectly 
conversant  with  the  modes  of  carrying  on  artificial  respiration.* 

The  Committee  cannot  close  their  observations  on  a  subject  of 
so  much  importance  to  the  fulfilment  of  the  objects  of  the  Insti- 
tution, without  acknowledging  their  obligations  to  Sir  B.  C. 
Brodie,  Bart.,  George  Woolley  and  John  Dalrymple,  Esqrs.,  for 
their  valuable  suggestions  and  inquiries. 

With  reference  to  the  most  suitable  apparatus,  a  Floating 
Drag  for  extricating  persons  underneath  the  ice,  of  which  a 
sketch  is  given  below,  has  been  invented  by  Mr.  Herbert 
Williams,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Society  at  the  Receiving 
House  in  Hyde  Park.  The  floating  power  is  in  the  zinc  buoy 
at  the  end  of  the  drag,  which  supports  it  in  the  water,  and 
thus,  with  ordinary  exertion,  where  a  break-in  has  occurred, 
the  place  can  be  more  effectually  examined  than  by  means  of 
the  ordinary  drag,   the  weight  of  which  impedes  the  exertions 


*  It  is  not  intended,  by  this  abandonment  of  the  bellows  by  non-medical 
persons,  to  preclude  the  use  of  the  Bandage  recommended  by  Mr.  Dalrymple, 
which  is  described  and  figured  at  pages  44  and  45. 
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used  ;  whereas,  the  only  effort  now  required  is  that  of  pushing 
the  Floating  Drag  underneath  the  ice,  and  bearing  it  right  or 
left,  according  to  circumstances. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  has  Ukevvise  been  directed  to 
a  Life  Preserver  of  Mr.  Richard  Greville  Pigot,  of  Hammer- 
smith, which  may  be  said  to  be  apphcable  to  all  classes  of 
society.  Mr.  Pigot's  object  in  this  invention  has  been,  to  unite 
in  an  article  of  dress  possessing  the  required  buoyancy,  that 
which  shall  permit  at  all  times  the  desired  freedom  of  the  arms, 
so  requisite  in  every  pursuit  on  land  or  on  the  water — which 
shall  require  no  presence  of  mind  in  the  wearer  to  assist  its 
agency — which  shall  inspire  the  wearer  with  confidence,  and, 
banishing  terror  from  the  mind  upon  immersion,  enable  the  un- 
skilled in  swimming  to  use  intuitive  and  instinctive  endeavours 
for  preservation.  By  this  invention  the  buoyant  aid  is  placed 
exactly  over  and  upon  the  cavity  of  the  chest,  and,  therefore, 
assists  its  natural  and  inherent  power  of  support. 

These  advantages  are  combined  in  Mr.  Pigot's  Cravat.  It  is 
very  simple,  convenient  to  be  worn,  and,  it  is  hoped,  may  be 
made  accessible  in  price  to  the  humble  classes  in  life. 

From  the  superiority  of  this  invention  to  the  Caoutchouc  Belt, 
heretofore  worn  by  the  ice-men  of  the  Institution,  the  Committee 
have  ordered  forty  of  Mr.  Pigot's  Cravats,  a  sketch  of  which  is 
given.  The  buoyancy  of  the  article  has  been  satisfactorily  tested 
by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Institution  in  the  Serpentine,  and 
the  following  observations  of  Mr.  Pigot  appear  to  be  fully  borne 
out: — 

"  This  article  of  dress  occupies,  when  uninflated,  no  more 
room  than  a  usual  cravat,  and  is  capable  of  continual,  partialy 
and  sufficient  inflation,  when  the  wearer's  pursuits  are  aquatic, 
or  of  immediate  injiation  on  the  exigency  of  the  moment,  being 
always  warm  from  its  contiguity  to  the  person,  and  when  inflated 
assuming  a  bulk  scarcely  apparent,  and  in  no  way  inconvenient. 
It  will,  therefore,  be  sufficient  to  observe,  that  persons  wearing 
the  article  continually  at  sea,  on  falling  overboard  will  be  kept 
in  a  safe  and  buoyant  position  until  a  boat  can  be  lowered, 
and  will  be  enabled  to  follow  in  the  ship's  wake  for  miles  until 
rescued. 
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"  In  cases  of  shipwreck,  the  peril  incurred  by  all  is  frequently 
rendered  more  immediate  and  appalling  by  the  panic,  terror,  and 
desperate  haste  of  the  passengers  and  crew  to  rush  into  the  boats, 
each  intent  alone  upon  his  own  safety :  furnished  with  and  wear- 
ing these  articles,  each  conscious  of  his  own  immediate  safety, 
and  confiding  in  its  powers  if  called  upon  in  the  worst  extremity, 
will  stand  by  to  the  last  in  order,  obedience,  and  collectedness  of 
mind,  to  fulfil  his  duty,  and  assist  in  the  common  welfare :  these 
will  then  take  the  place  of  terror  and  confusion,  and  each  pas- 
senger will  await  his  turn  to  be  rescued,  either  upon  the  wreck  or 
in  the  water,  to  which  he  can  commit  himself  with  impunity, 
should  the  vessel  be  sinking,  and  there  take  his  turn  or  oppor- 
tunity for  admission  to  the  boats." 


Lieutenant  T.  A.  Butler,  R.  N.,  has  suggested,  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  Committee,  that  "  an  iron  rod  might  be  aflSxed 
to  the  keels  of  boats,  upon  each  side,  from  the  stem  to  the  stern, 
by  metalHc  plates,  to  which  lanyards  of  about  three  feet  in  length 
might  be  fastened,  having  thi>ee  double  wall  knots  worked  on 
each,  for  the  crews  to  hold  on  by  in  the  event  of  being  upset.  It 
has  been  subsequently  suggested,  that  iron  plates  with  holes  in 
the  keel  for  the  lanyards,  instead  of  the  rods,  might  be  preferable. 
This  is,  in  fact,  an  adaptation  of  the  plan  proposed  by  Captain 
Lillicrap  for  the  harbour  buoys,  by  which  some  lives  have  been 
preserved. 

An  important  change  has  been  made  in  the  arrangement  for 
bathing  in  the  Serpentine  by  the  following  order  of  His  Royal 
Highness  the  Duke  of  Cambridge,  the  Ranger  of  the  Park,  and 
Vice-Patron  of  this  Institution: — 
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"  Cambridge  House,  August  4,  1843. 

"  It  having  been  represented  to  His  Royal  Highness  the 
Duke  of  Cambridge,  the  Ranger,  that  the  northern  side  of  the 
Serpentine  is  of  very  uneven  depth,  and  that  serious  accidents, 
accompanied  with  loss  of  life,  occur  in  consequence,  and  that  the 
shore  on  the  southern  side  is  more  even.  It  is  ordered  that,  for 
the  future,  all  persons  who  may  be  desirous  of  bathing  in  the  Ser- 
pentine River  shall  be  directed  to  confine  themselves  to  the  south 
side. 

(Signed)         "  Adolphus." 

This  is  in  accordance  with  the  anxious  solicitude  which  His 
Royal  Highness  has  always  evinced  for  the  preservation  of  human 
life.  The  restriction  cannot  interfere  with  the  freedom  of  the 
public,  and  had  become  absolutely  necessary,  not  only  for  the 
safety  of  one  portion  of  it,  but  for  the  convenience  of  the  other. 
Under  the  former  system,  the  boatmen  of  the  Institution  could 
not  keep  their  attention  effectually  fixed  upon  both  sides  of  the 
river,  especially  in  the  twilight  of  the  evening; — respectable  per- 
sons, whether  driving  or  walking,  were  absolutely  hooted  away 
from  the  northern  carriage  drive  by  the  riotous  indecent  attacks 
of  the  bathers; — and  the  survey  which  was  made  of  the  Serpen- 
tine by  this  Institution,  when  the  Committee  exerted  itself  to  its 
utmost  some  years  ago  to  have  the  alteration  made,  is  a  con- 
vincing proof  of  its  necessity,  as  it  clearly  shewed  how  much 
more  safe  the  southern  side  is  for  bathing. 

With  feelings,  therefore,  of  the  most  lively  satisfaction  the 
Committee  respectfully  offer  to  His  Royal  Highness  their  grate- 
ful thanks.  Relying  on  the  protection  afforded  by  the  Society, 
it  is  probable  that  some  persons  may  be  tempted  to  enjoy  the 
luxury  of  bathing,  or  the  exhilirating  exercise  of  skaiting,  who 
would  not  otherwise  have  done  so;  and  hence  the  Committee 
deeply  feel  the  necessity  of  making  the  services  of  the  Institution 
as  efficient  as  possible.  Never  in  any  previous  season  have  the 
bathers  in  the  Serpentine  been  so  numerous  as  they  were  last 
summer.  During  the  continuance  of  the  warm  weather  there 
were  at  least  8000  bathers  every  day ;  and  by  a  very  moderate 
computation   the  number,  during  the  season,  exceeded  five  hun-

dred  thousand.  The  accidents  were,  consequently,  numerous, 
and  the  result  proves  that  nothing  but  the  strenuous  and  watchful 
exertions  of  the  boatmen  of  the  Society  could  have  prevented  the 
loss  of  life  to  a  considerable  extent. 

The  following  report,  which  is  extracted  from  The  Times,  is 
substantially  correct,  and  proves  the  accuracy  of  these  observa- 
tions :  — 

"The  Bathing  Season  in  Hyde-park: — Never  during; 
any  previous  season  has  the  bathing  in  the  Serpentine  river, 
Hyde-park,  been  so  numerously  attended  as  during  the  present, 
scarcely  less  than  from  7000  to  8000  persons  having  for  the  last 
three  or  four  days  daily  immersed  themselves,  and  so  crowded 
has  the  water  been,  that  nothing  but  the  strenuous  and  un- 
remittino-  exertions  of  the  boatmen  of  the  Royal  Humane  So- 
ciETY  has  prevented  the  loss  of  life.  There  have,  however,  been 
seven  most  narrow  escapes  from  drowning,  the  last  of  which  were 
as  follow  : — On  Tuesday  night,  about  9  o'clock,  a  youth,  about 
16  years  of  age,  named  John  Byfield,  living  at  No.  4,  Strutton- 
ground,  Westminster,  while  bathing  near  the  white  stone  house, 
on  the  north  bank,  was  seized  with  cramp,  but  was  fortunately 
held  up  in  the  water  by  another  bather,  until  Griffiths,  one  of 
the  Society's  men,  arrived  with  a  boat  and  took  him  ashore, 
when  he  shortly  recovered,  and  was  able  to  walk  home.  About 
20  minutes  afterwards  another  accident  occurred,  which  had 
nigh  been  attended  with  the  loss  of  the  lives  of  five  soldiers. 
James  Archbold,  a  private  in  the  second  battalion  Scotch  Fusileer 
Guards,  belonging  to  Portman-street  Barracks,  while  bathing 
with  a  number  of  his  comrades,  and  swimming  out  of  his  depth, 
in  14  or  15  feet  water,  was  seized  with  cramp,  and  called  loudly 
for  assistance.  Several  of  his  comrades  instantly  swam  towards 
him,  and  the  first  who  came  near  him  was  seized  by  the  strug- 
gling man  with  an  iron  hand,  and  dragged  under  the  water.  They, 
however,  soon  rose  again  to  the  surface,  by  which  time  four 
other  soldiers  had  come  up,  to  whom  both  the  sinking  men  clung 
with  a  tenacity  not  to  be  described,  until  the  whole  five  men 
were  under  water.  At  that  moment,  Knight,  the  chief  boatman, 
with  Barr,  an  assistant,  came  up  in  a  boat,  and  passed  right  over 
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them  before  they  discovered  them,  when  Knight,  observing  a 
hand  above  the  surface,  caught  hold  of  it,  and,  with  Barr's  as- 
sistance, drew  up  the  whole  six,  who  were  still  cHnging  together, 
and  succeeded  in  getting  Archbold  into  the  boat,  which  was 
nearly  upset  by  the  others,  all  holding  it  on  one  side  until  they 
also  were  got  out.  Archbold  was  immediately  taken,  in  a  state 
of  insensibility,  to  the  Receiving-House,  where  the  usual  reme- 
dies were  successfully  employed,  and  about  20  minutes  to  11 
o'clock  he  was  able  to  be  taken  home,  supported  by  two  of  his 
comrades.  The  other  five  were  also  taken  to  the  Receiving- 
House,  and  received  every  attention  their  exhausted  state  de- 
manded. The  third  case  occurred  about  7  o'clock  yesterday 
morning,  when  William  Mason,  a  groom  to  a  gentleman  staying 
at  the  Union  Hotel,  Cockspur-street,  with  two  other  persons 
(one  a  Frenchman),  attempted  to  swim  across  the  Serpentine. 
One  of  them  swam  across  with,  apparently,  much  ease,  but  the 
other  was  much  exhausted,  and  Knight,  who  was  watching  them, 
suddenly  missing  the  third  (Mason),  rowed  to  the  spot  just  as 
the  unfortunate  man,  who  had  sunk,  rose  to  the  surface,  when 
he  immediately  dragged  him  into  the  boat,  and  conveyed  him 
safe  to  shore." 

It  becomes  now  the  pleasing  duty  of  the  Committee  to  ac- 
knowledge with  gratitude  the  advantage  which  the  Institution 
derives  from  the  continued  presidency  and  munificent  support  of 
His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Northumberland. 

To  the  Right  Honourable  Lord  John  Russell  they  are  also 
thankfully  indebted  for  his  Lordship's  kindness  in  presiding  at 
the  last  Anniversary  Festival ;  and  to  the  Lord  Bishop  of 
Chichester,  and  the  reverend  the  clergy  who  have  preached 
for  the  Society,  they  beg  to  offer  their  grateful  acknowledg- 
ments. 

The  Committee  have  the  pleasure  to  announce  another  dona- 
tion of  One  Hundred  Guineas  from  Henry  Goring,  Esq.,  of  Oxford, 
a  Vice-president  of  the  Institution.  When  it  is  considered  that 
this  is  the  ninth  donation  of  that  amount  from  Mr.  Goring,  it 
will  be  at  once  perceived  how  difficult  it  is  to  express,  in  adequate 
terms,  the  feelings  of  the  Committee  for  such  unmeasured  support.

It  will  be  seen,  by  referring  to  the  Report  of  the  Branch  at 
Brighton,  that  its  operations  continue  to  be  actively  carried  on 
under  the  able  superintendance  of  the  Rev.  J.  S.  M.  Anderson  ; 
and  as  its  utility  has  been  proved  and  acknowledged,  it  is  much 
to  be  regretted  that  the  appeal  made  to  the  Inhabitants  and 
Visitors  for  contributions  to  enable  the  Committee  to  provide  for 
the  safety  of  the  Bathers  during  the  summer  season  has  not  yet 
been  responded  to. 

In  concluding  this,  the  Seventieth  Annual  Report,  the  Commit- 
tee would  observe  that,  although  so  many  cases  have  occurred  with- 
in the  last  twelve  months,  the  interval  of  space  and  time  over  which 
they  have  extended  has  prevented  the  working  of  the  Institution 
being  brought  prominently  before  the  public.  It  is  the  sight  of 
a  fellow-creature  in  distress  that,  more  than  any  thing  else,  must 
give  the  real  stimulus  to  support  the  Institution,  which  in  itself, 
and  by  its  operations,  affords  the  required  means  of  relief.  But, 
although  the  casualties  of  the  year  are  numerous,  how  seldom  do 
they  individually  fall  under  the  observation  of  the  wealthy,  whose 
province  it  is  to  sustain  the  Institution,  and  thereby  enable  it  to  per- 
form its  work  of  love !  Let  those  so  circumstanced  actually  see 
the  casualty  of  a  drowning  person  ;  let  them  behold  the  livid  fea- 
tures of  the  man  snatched  from  the  deep,  and  having  so  much 
the  appearance  of  the  dead  as  to  render  it  almost  impossible  to 
believe  that  the  motto  of  the  Society,  "  Lateat  scintillula  forsan" 
could  be  verified  ;  let  them  look  on  with  the  intense  anxiety  of 
such  a  moment  at  the  means  adopted  by  the  medical  officers  of 
the  Institution  for  the  restoration  to  life  of  the  apparently  drowned, 
— those  officers  upon  whom  the  responsibility  has  fallen  of  at- 
tempting to  arrest  the  last  gleam  of  existence  in  its  darkening 
tenement — to  kindle  again  the  dull  remaining  embers  of  life 
which  too  eager  or  too  precipitate  a  course  might  extinguish  for 
ever — who  have  felt  they  were  at  such  a  moment  regarded  by  the 
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crowd  as  dispensers  of  life  and  death,  upon  whose  will  it  depended 
whether  the  senseless  object  of  their  care  became  once  more  a 
thing  of  vitahty  and  reason  like  themselves — the  intense  anxiety 
of  the  moment — the  fearful  suspense  when  the  least  throb  of  the 
pulse  calls  for  renewed  hope  and  exertion — what,  then,  will  be  the 
state  of  their  feelings  on  beholding  the  first  returning  signs  of 
animation  ?  Can  it  be  otherwise  than  believed  that  those  persons 
would,  under  such  circumstances,  give  ten  and  twenty  to  that 
Institution  whose  subscription  list  would  otherwise  record  their 
solitary  guinea  ? 

The  sketch  thus  drawn  is  not  an  imaginary  one — it  is  not 
highly  coloured  or  overwrought.  There  have  been  multitudes 
brought  back  to  life  through  the  direct  agency  of  this  Institu- 
tion, and  its  records  teem  with  deliverances  from  sudden  death, 
which  fully  justify  these  observations. 

Although  the  operations  of  this  Society  cannot  be  carried  to 
the  extent  the  Committee  would  wish,  they  feel  grateful  to  the 
Governors  for  having  enabled  them  to  accomplish  thus  much. 
They  again  remark,  that  it  is  not  a  charity  in  the  ordinary  sense 
of  the  word,  but  that  its  services  are  extended  to  all  ranks  and 
conditions  of  men ;  that,  while  the  seaman  or  artisan  has  been 
preserved  to  his  wife  and  unprotected  family,  the  wealthiest 
fathers  in  the  land  may  have  been  spared  the  misery  of  mourn- 
ing a  son  untimely  lost ;  and  can  only  reiterate  the  assurance 
they  have  often  given  and  strictly  adhered  to,  that  the  funds 
entrusted  to  their  care  shall  be  faithfully  employed  in  carrying 
out  the  glorious  work, — the  restoration  of  the  apparently  dead 
to  life,  the  prevention  of  fatal  accidents,  and  the  reward  and  en- 
couragement of  the  rescuers,  in  which  they  trust  they  will  be  met 
with  that  liberal  benevolence  which,  for  seventy  years,  they  have 
had  pride  in  referring  to,  under  the  name  of  voluntary  con- 
tribution, and  which  distinguishes  and  adorns  the  great  insti- 
tutions of  this  empire.

The    art   of    resuscitating    the   apparently  Dead 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  known  to  the  ancients. 

Some  instances  of  recovery  from  Drowning  and  Hanging,  men- 
tioned in  the  notes  to  Derham's  "  Physico-Theology,"  are  the 
first  on  record.  These  cases  happened  at  Tronningholm,  and  at 
Oxford,  about  the  year  1650 ;  and  the  means  used  for  the  re- 
covery of  the  persons  in  question  were  similar  to  those  recom- 
mended by  The  Royal  Humane  Society.  It  does  not  seem, 
however,  that  these  instances  excited  any  public  interest,  or  that 
any  serious  investigation  of  the  subject  of  Suspended  Anima- 
tion took  place  till  about  the  middle  of  the  last  century.  At  this 
period  the  penetrating  genius  of  Dr.  J.  Fothergill,  which 
had  already,  in  other  branches  of  his  profession,  developed  new 
and  important  modes  of  treating  diseases,  led  him  to  perceive  "  the 
fallacy  and  dubiousness  of  the  received  criteria  of  dissolution;" 
and  in  a  paper  which  he  addressed  to  the  Royal  Society^  he 
maintained,  as  the  result  of  his  inquiries,  **  the  possibility  of 
saving  many  lives  without  risking  any  thing.''  To  us  it  must 
appear  extraordinary  that  this  publication  excited  little  interest 
and  attention  among  the  medical  philosophers  of  his  time.  He 
had,  however,  propounded  a  most  important  theory,  although 
the  glory  of  putting  it  to  the  test  of  experiment  was  reserved  for 
a  later  period.  This  was  first  attempted  by  Mr.  Reaumer,  an  in- 
genious foreigner:  that  gentleman  having  succeeded  in  several 
attempts  at  resuscitation  in  Switzerland  in  the  year  1767,  trans- 
mitted reports  of  his  cases  to  the  Academy  of  Sciences  at  Paris. 
Soon  after  this  period,  in  the  same  year,  a  Society  for  the  Re- 
covery of  the  Apparently  Drowned  was  instituted  at  Amsterdam, 
and,  as  if  by  a  simultaneous  movement,  several  similar  associa- 
tions were  formed  in  different  parts  of  Europe.  The  Memoirs  of 
the  Dutch  Society  were  translated  into  English  in  1773  by  Dr. 
Cogan,  for  the  purpose  of  convincing  the  people  of  this  country 
of  the  practicability  of  resuscitating  the  apparently  Drowned. 
His  work  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  late  Dr.  Hawes,  to  whose 
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ardent  and  indefatigable  mind  it  opened  a  career  of  public  useful- 
ness, which  he  pursued  until  his  death.  Finding  that  a  strong 
and  general  prejudice  existed  against  the  practicability  of  Re- 
suscitation, and  that  the  idea  was  even  ridiculed  as  hopeless  and 
chimerical,  he  determined  to  demoiistrate  it.  With  this  view  he 
publicly  offered  rewards  to  persons  who,  between  London  and 
Westminster  Bridges,  should,  within  a  certain  period  from  the 
occurrence  of  an  accident,  rescue  the  bodies  of  drowned  persons, 
and  bring  them  to  places  appointed  on  shore  for  their  reception, 
in  order  that  the  means  of  resuscitation  might  be  tried.  At  these 
places  he  and  his  friends  restored  several  Uves.  During  a  whole 
year  Dr.  Hawes  continued  to  pay  these  rewards  himself.  At 
the  end  of  this  period  Dr.  Cog  an  represented  to  him  the  injury 
his  private  fortune  must  sustain  by  such  continued  expenses,  and 
kindly  offered  to  unite  with  him  for  the  formation  of  the  Humane 
Society,  which  at  first  consisted  of  thirty-two  individuals,  their 
respective  private  friends*.  Until  the  end  of  Dr.  Hawes's  life 
the  Institution  continued  to  exercise  his  unremitting  attention 
and  vigilant  care.  To  the  persevering  exertions  of  this  gentle- 
man, and  especially  to  his  disinterested  early  efforts,  the  Enghsh 
nation  is  indebted  for  the  formation  of  a  Society  which,  whether 
we  reflect  on  its  purposes  or  success,  does  honour  to  our  country, 
and  exhibits  most  impressively  the  power  of  a  single  mind  to 
accomplish  objects  of  the  most  benign  character  and  extensive 
utility.

Case  13,910. 

"  On  the  morning  of  the  9th  of  January,  1843,  a  woman  pro- 
ceeded to  the  Grand  Junction  Canal,  and  precipitated  herself 
into  the  water :  the  day  was  intensely  cold.  Fortunately,  the 
very  Rev.  Dr.  Butler,  Dean  of  Peterborough,  who  is  nearly 
seventy  years  of  age,  was  crossing  a  bridge  on  his  way  to 
Northampton,  and,  upon  seeing  the  woman  floating  in  the  water, 
he  instantly  alighted  from  his  horse,  and  plunged  in  to  her 
relief.  After  considerable  difficulty,  he  succeeded  in  bringing 
her  to  the  bank  in  a  state  of  insensibility  :  the  countenance  was 
swollen,  and  of  a  livid  colour.  The  doctor,  with  much  difficulty, 
prevailed  on  the  boatman  of  a  barge,  passing  at  the  time,  to  con- 
vey the  body  to  the  Navigation  Inn,  where  I  attended,  and  after 
some  time  animation  was  restored."

"  On  the  23d  of  July,  1842,  James  Watt,  carpenter  of  the 
*  Princess  Royal,'  on  her  voyage  to  India,  when  over  the  ship's 
side  tightening  the  scuttles,  fell  overboard.  Cadet  Francis  J. 
Burgess,  now  an  Ensign  of  the  74th  Regiment,  N.  I.  (Bengal), 
jumped  from  the  poop  of  the  vessel  to  his  relief,  and  got  hold  of 
him  at  the  moment  he  was  sinking. 

"  Mr.  Burgess,  although  much  exhausted,  continued  to  sup- 
port him  until  the  boat,  which  had  to  be  lowered,  reached  them."

"  On  the  8th  of  August,  1842,  the  pinnace  belonging  to 
H.M.S.  '  Serpent'  was  caught  in  a  gale  of  wind  in  Chimmo  Bay, 
China.     At   midnight  a  heavy  squall  caused  a  junk  she  was 
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riding  by  to  drive,  forcing  the  pinnace  so  suddenly  a-head,  that, 
in  her  heavy  pitching,  she  foundered.  In  a  moment  seven  men 
were  struggling  for  their  lives,  five  of  whom  were  saved  by  the 
extraordinary  exertions  of  Mr.  Turner  (mate),  who  in  his  praise- 
worthy efforts  was  nearly  jammed  between  two  junks,  and  only 
just  hauled  up  in  time,  but  not  before  he  had  seen  two  of  his 
best  men  hauled  up  before  him."

Case  13,917. 

"  On  the  18th  of  February,  1843,  during  a  heavy  gale  at 
E.S.E.,  a  boat  which  had  gone  to  the  relief  of  a  Freneh  fishing 
boat  in  distress,  off  Torquay,  was  unfortunately  upset  by  a  terrific 
sea  when  trying  to  save  one  of  the  crew  who  was  washed  over- 
board. All  attempt  to  rescue  the  men  was  considered  by  every 
one  to  be  hopeless,  when  George  Gilley,  a  blacksmith  of  that 
town,  rushed  to  a  boat  lying  at  the  pier  head,  calling  on  volun- 
teers to  follow  him  :  unfortunately,  the  attempt  was  considered 
to  be  that  of  a  madman.  In  the  meantime  Gilley,  in  the  most 
prompt  and  gallant  manner,  proceeded  to  the  scene  of  danger  in 
another  boat.  After  considerable  skill  and  great  difficulty  they 
reached  one  poor  fellow,  and  seized  him  by  the  collar  amidst  the 
cheers  of  the  spectators.

"  On  the  15th  of  February,  1843,  Miss  Moore  fell  into  a 
mill-race  at  Mallow.  Mr.  Henry  Dillon  Croker,  on  hearing  the 
screams  of  her  sisters,  ran  to  the  spot,  and,  seeing  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  stream  part  of  a  cloak  on  the  surface  of  the  water, 
fearlessly  plunged  in,  and  found  Miss  Moore  five  feet  under  the 
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surface,  to  all  appearance  dead.  He  brought  her  to  the  quay 
wall,  and  with  assistance  got  her  on  the  bank.  Had  she  been 
swept  through  the  low  arch  towards  which  the  rapid  current  was 
carrying  her  she  must  have  perished.

"  On  the  5th  of  January,  1843,  James  Doran,  an  able  seaman, 
of  H.M.S.  'Vanguard,'  at  Port  Mahon,  perilled  his  own  life  to 
save  that  of  a  shipmate  in  a  manner  that  called  forth  the  admi- 
ration of  the  whole  of  the  ofificers  and  crew  of  that  ship.  It  blew 
a  violent  gale  of  wind  at  N.  by  E,,  the  topmasts  were  struck, 
and,  when  at  its  greatest  fury,  a  man  fell  overboard  who  could 
not  swim.  James  Doran  gallantly  dashed  into  the  sea,  and  suc- 
ceeded in  bringing  the  poor  fellow  alongside,  although  he  was 
quite  dead  from  the  effects  of  his  submersion.

Case  13,946. 

"  On  the  2d  of  June,  1843,  a  boy  about  five  years  of  age, 
son  of  Francis  Ormiston,  labourer.  Floors,  was  most  providen- 
tially saved  from  drowning  in  the  Tweed,  by  the  presence  of 
mind  and  intrepidity  of  Master  WilUam  Robson,  of  Kelso.  It 
is  supposed  that  the  boy  had  fallen  into  the  river  a  little  above 
Mr.  Robson's  skin-work,  and,  the  river  being  a  good  deal  swollen 
at  the  time,  was  carried  down ;  when  Master  Robson,  observing 
the  poor  little  fellow  floating  down,  apparently  quite  insensible, 
leaped  in  a  moment  from  the  wall  into  the  river,  and  succeeded 
in  extricating  him  from  his  perilous  situation,  though  in  a  very 
exhausted  state.  After  bringing  the  boy  out  of  the  water,  he 
was  taken  to  a  near  house,  where  he  was  stript  of  his  wet  clothes, 
and  put  into  warm  blankets.     Fortunately  Dr.  Stuart  happened 
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to  be  coming  past  at  the  time,  and  was  called  in.  Shortly  after- 
wards Dr.  Moffat  also  arrived  :  after  the  proper  remedies  had 
been  employed  for  a  considerable  time  by  the  medical  gentlemen, 
the  little  sufferer  was  brought  about,  and,  we  are  happy  to  state, 
is  now  considered  out  of  danger.  But  for  the  circumstance  of 
his  having  been  observed  in  the  manner  described,  there  is  every 
reason  to  fear  that  the  boy  must  have  met  with  an  untimely  end, 
as  he  could  not  easily  have  been  discovered  until  a  good  way 
farther  down  the  river,  which  was  much  swollen  and  discoloured. 
Great  praise  is  due  to  Master  Robson,  for  the  decided  and  fear- 
less part  he  acted  upon  the  occasion  ;  and,  from  the  rapidity  with 
which  the  water  runs,  it  is  most  providential  that  both  children 
were  not  carried  down  to  the  wear  and  corn  mill.  Young  Rob- 
son  is  only  thirteen  years  of  age."

"  On  the  6th  of  July,  1843,  when  rambhng  on  the  marshes 
at  Upper  Clapton,  near  the  copper  mill  stream  which  runs  into 
the  river  Lea,  Mr.  James  Walker  was  attracted  by  some  boys 
calling  loudly  for  assistance,  as  a  man  was  drowning.  Mr. 
Walker,  who  was  in  advance  of  me,  threw  off"  his  clothes  as  he 
I'an  along  the  bank,  a  distance  of  about  100  yards,  and,  at  the 
moment  the  man  had  again  disappeared,  he  dashed  in  and  was 
lost  to  view,  but  soon  reappeared,  supporting  him  by  the  hair  : 
with  considerable  difficulty  he  brought  him  to  the  bank  in  a  per- 
fect state  of  insensibility."

Brighton  Branch   Case. 

"On  the  13th  of  January,  1843,  the  smack  '  Prince  Regent/ 
of  London,  was  driven  on  shore  at  Fishergate  Station ;  and  on 
her  being  observed  in  distress,  Lieut,  Franklin  and  the  chief 
boatman  of  Blackrock,  Lieut.  Pratt,  with  the  Brighton  crew 
and  rockets  and  life-boat  (which  latter  was  found  upon  her  arrival 
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not  to  be  required),  Mr.  Stanbridge  and  the  Hove  crew,  and 
Abraham  Hart  Youngs,  chief  boatman  of  Fishersgate,  and  his 
crew,  proceeded  to  her  assistance,  and  rescued  the  whole  of  the 
crew.  The  gallant  conduct  of  Abraham  Hart  Youngs  was  very 
conspicuous,  he  having  been  hauled  on  board  through  a  heavy 
surf,  in  which  he  had  also  to  contend  with  the  malevolent  efforts 
of  some  fishermen  to  detain  him,  and  throw  him  down.  He, 
however,  succeeded  in  slinging  the  crew,  and  landing  them."

Case  13,952. 

"  At  the  foot  of  the  stupendous  rapid  called  the  Longue 
Soult,  on  the  river  Ottawa,  near  Grenville,  Lower  Canada,  a 
family  named  M 'Gibbon  keep  a  ferry.  In  the  spring  of  the  year 
their  ferry  is  rendered  impassable,  as  there  is  another  dangerous 
fall  below  the  Longue  Soult.  On  the  15th  of  May,  when  the 
water  was  unusually  high,  a  raft  of  timber  missed  the  narrow 
channel  in  descending  the  rapids,  and  was  wrecked ;  when  two 
men  were  observed  by  me  floating  down  through  the  turmoil  of 
the  raging  torrent,  clinging  to  an  oar,  without  the  most  distant 
idea  of  their  rescue  being  possible.  To  our  astonishment  we 
beheld  Margaret  M'Gibbon  push  off  in  her  frail  punt,  assisted 
by  her  brother  Alexander,  at  her  instigation,  to  save  them  :  and 
they  did  save  them,  and  brought  them,  one  in  a  state  of  insensi- 
bility, to  the  cottage  of  their  widowed  mother,  who  had  watched 
with  intense  anxiety  the  whole  of  this  daring  adventure  of  her 
children."

"  On  the  lOlh  of  September,  1843,  a  boy,  about  five  years  of 
age,  fell  from  the  quay  in  the  Victoria  dock  at  Hartlepool. 
Whilst  the  crowd  were  shouting  and  devising  means  of  rescue, 
David  Blacklow,  master  of  the  '  Restless,'  of  Sunderland, 
boldly  plunged  in  the  dock,  without  even  divesting  himself  of 
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his  hat  or  watch,  caught  the  child  in  his  arms,  and  paddled  him 
to  the  quay,  where  they  were  safely  landed."

"  On  Sunday  afternoon,  the  16th  of  July,  1843,  a  boy,  who 
was  bathing  in  a  deep  pond  (the  effect  of  the  excavation  of  clay 
for  brickmaking)  in  the  Chalk-road,  Islington,  got  out  of  his 
depth,  and  was  on  the  point  of  being  drowned,  in  the  presence 
of  several  other  boys  incapable  of  rendering  effectual  aid,  when 
Mr.  Edwards,  jun.,  son  of  a  tradesman  residing  at  Pentonville, 
on  observing  the  poor  boy  in  his  perilous  position,  sprung  over  a 
fence,  ran  down  the  hill,  and  gallantly  plunged  into  the  water 
with  the  greater  part  of  his  clothes  on,  and,  after  a  hard  strug- 
gle, in  which  he  nearly  lost  his  own  life  on  account  of  the  way 
in  which  the  drowning  boy  clung  to  him,  succeeded  in  bringing 
his  charge  to  land.  Mr.  Edwards  had  a  hard  struggle  to  pre- 
vent being  dragged  to  the  bottom  by  the  boy :  the  water  was 
very  deep  and  muddy,  and  both  were  in  a  state  of  great  exhaus- 
tion when  landed.  He  accompanied  the  boy  home  in  his  wet 
clothes,  and  placed  him  under  the  care  of  his  parents."

Case  13,993. 

"  On  the  25th  of  August,  1843,  Mr.  William  Whitehead, 
with  some  companions,  proceeded  down  the  river  Trent  to  the 
village  of  Stoke,  in  a  pleasure  boat.  In  less  than  half  an  hour 
they  were  startled  by  a  piercing  cry  of  distress,  and,  on  looking 
towards  the  quarter  whence  it  proceeded,  observed  a  horse  and 
cart  rolling  and  tossing  about  in  the  water,  with  a  man  and  a 
boy  in  it,  in  a  very  agitated  state,  and  in  danger  every  moment 
of  being  washed  away  by  the  excessive  strength  of  the  current. 
Mr.  Whitehead,  who  was  the  only  one  who  could  swim,  plunged 
into  the  river,  and,  swimming  with  unusual  vigour,  crossed  it, 
caught  hold  of  the  horse's  head  (it  rapidly  approaching  towards 
the  centre  of  the  stream,  struggling  fearfully,  and  elevating  its 
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nostrils  above  the  surface  of  the  water)  with  his  left  hand,  and 
swam  with  his  right  hand  towards  the  bank  whence  they  had 
started . 

."  From  the  manner  in  which  the  animal  seemed  to  make  its 
way  when  thus  led,  they  would  all  have  safely  escaped  to  the 
shore,  had  not  an  unforeseen  obstruction  arisen.  At  various 
places  in  the  Trent  long  walls  or  wears  are  raised  as  far  in  the 
river  as  possible  to  make  it  navigable  at  low-water  mark :  one 
of  these  lay  a  few  yards  before  them,  and  upon  reaching  it,  and 
discovering  what  it  was,  Mr.  Whitehead  mounted  upon  this, 
and,  lifting  up  the  animal's  head,  enabled  him  to  place  his  fore- 
feet firmly  on  this  embankment ;  then,  taking  the  boy  from  his 
more  dangerous  position  on  the  cart,  where  he  hung  half-drowned, 
he  placed  him  beside  himself  on  the  wear.  The  current  was 
excessively  rapid,  the  cart  was  every  moment  dragging  more 
heavily  at  the  heels  of  the  horse,  and,  although  he  struggled 
hard  to  retain  his  foothold,  and  seemed  to  display  the  greatest 
sagacity  in  his  manoeuvres  to  counteract  the  effect  of  the  over- 
whelming torrent,  still  it  proved  too  much  for  him,  and  he  rolled 
over  again  into  the  stream.  The  poor  boy,  when  he  saw  the  cart 
roll  over,  seemed  overwhelmed  with  agony,  and  repeatedly  cried 
aloud,  *  See,  see  !  my  father! — oh,  save  him  !  save  him  V 

"  For  a  short  time  the  old  man  managed  to  retain  his  hold  of 
the  cart,  and,  as  it  rolled  over,  he  still  contrived  to  climb  to  the 
top  ;  but  the  stream  quickly  taking  them  more  into  the  depth  of 
the  river,  he  was  washed  off.  The  anxious  bystanders  raised  a 
fearful  scream  as  he  sank,  apparently  for  ever ;  and  he  must 
inevitably  have  been  lost,  had  not  Mr.  Whitehead  dashed  into 
the  deep  to  his  assistance.  A  few  rapid  strokes  brought  him 
above  the  old  man,  and,  diving  for  a  moment,  he  brought  him 
again  to  the  surface  ;  and  having  placed  his  left  hand  under  the 
right  arm  of  the  drowning  man,  he  struck  on  for  the  side  of  the 
river,  when  he  again  gained  a  footing  upon  the  wear.  For  a 
moment  the  old  man  retained  his  foothold ;  but  being  much 
exhausted  by  his  previous  struggles,  the  stream  again  washed 
him  away.  Mr.  Whitehead  again,  in  a  fit  of  desperate  courage, 
plunged  after  him,  but  this  time  had  nearly  paid  too  dearly  for 
his  temerity  ;  for,  seizing  hold  of  the  struggling  man  incautiously. 
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he  was  grasped  round  the  neck  with  death-hke  agony,  and  they 
both  sank  to  the  bottom  of  the  river.  Fortunately,  however, 
Mr.  Whitehead  never  lost  his  presence  of  mind.  At  this  moment 
a  small  boat  from  the  ferry  reached  the  spot;  Mr.  Whitehead 
made  towards  it,  and  was  taken  aboard  by  his  two  friends,  in  a 
state  of  much  exhaustion  :  at  the  same  instant  the  drowning 
man  was  rescued  by  the  ferryman  and  his  assistants,  in  another 
boat.  Having  secured  one  of  the  struggling  parties,  the  boat 
proceeded  up  the  river  to  rescue  the  poor  boy  from  the  danger- 
ous position  he  had  occupied  all  the  while  in  the  middle  of  the 
stream,  where  he  continually  cried  out  that  he  was  every  minute 
becoming  weaker,  and  that  the  stream  was  taking  him  off  his 
legs.  The  individuals  who  had  been  thus  almost  miraculously 
saved  were  Mr.  Hugh  Watson,  baker,  of  Carlton,  and  his  son."

"  On   the   27th  of  August,   1843,  upon  the  arrival   of  the 

'Rainbow'  steam  packet  at  Ramsgate,  Mrs.  Heily,  with  a  child 

in  her  arms,  fell  from  the  plank  which  she  was  crossing  into  the 

harbour  between  the  vessel  and  the  pier.    Captain  James  Corbin, 

the  commander  of  the  packet,  plunged  in  from  the  high  pier, 

and  supported  them  until  assisted  by  myself  and  others  in  getting 

them  on  shore."

"  On  the  9th  of  September,  1843,  Master  Henry  Purcell 
Ward,  only  fifteen  years  of  age,  when  bathing  near  Southsea 
Castle,  heard  men  shouting  for  help  to  save  a  man  who  was 
drowning  at  some  distance  from  the  beach  ;  on  which  he  instantly 
swam  out  to  his  assistance,  and,  after  considerable  difficulty  and

danger,  succeeded  in  bringing  hira  to  the  shore  in  a  state  of 
insensibility,  from  which  he  did  not  recover  for  some  time.

"  On  Tuesday,  the  13th  of  June,  1843,  a  fine  boy,  five  or  six 
years  of  age,  fell  into  the  river  Cober,  near  Helston,  which  was 
much  swollen  by  the  heavy  rains,  and  perfectly  opaque.  It  is 
also  strongly  impregnated  by  various  minerals,  &c.,  but  particu- 
larly by  mundic,  and  is  therefore  very  noxious.  The  attention 
of  Mr.  Robert  Lancaster  Daniel,  of  this  town,  was  quickly 
arrested  by  the  cries  of  the  child's  brother,  who  gave  the  alarm, 
and,  with  a  promptitude  which  did  him  credit,  immediately 
stripped  and  dived  into  the  river :  this  was  done  a  few  yards 
above  a  low  arch,  which  made  the  attempt  to  swim  through  it 
on  the  surface  of  the  water  very  hazardous.  Young  Daniel  was 
aware  of  this,  and,  being  urged  by  the  strength  of  the  current, 
went  through  the  arch  under  the  water,  and  thought  that  he  had 
felt  the  body  of  the  child  with  his  feet.  At  this  moment  a  grapnel 
was  brought,  and  by  it  the  child  was  drawn  out ;  but  life  was 
quite  extinct,  having  been  more  than  half  an  hour  in  the  water."

"  At  daylight,  on  the  15th  of  June,  1842,  when  H.M.  Ship

ning:, I  heard  Mr.  H.  F.  M'Killop,  midshipman,  cry — 'A  man 
overboard, — I'll  jump  after  him.'  The  quartermaster  said, '  You 
had  better  not,  sir:  there  is  a  very  strong  tide  running.'  The 
reply  was,  '  I  will — the  man  can't  swim.'  He  instantly 
plunged  overboard,  and  I  had  the  satisfaction  of  witnessing  him 
lay  hold  of  the  man,  and  keep  him  afloat  for  a  considerable 
period,  until  the  boat  had  been  lowered  and  sent  to  pick  them

*'  On  Tuesday  afternoon,  June  27,  1843,  I  went  with  my 
brother,  H.  W.  Kirby,  to  bathe  in  Iffley  Pool,  into  which  the 
river  Isis  empties  itself  by  means  of  a  wear.  He  went  in  before 
me,  and  observed  that  the  current  was  very  strong.  When  I  left 
the  water  he  appeared  to  be  swimming  near  the  lasher.  In  about 
five  minutes  he  called  for  help.  I  instantly  entered  the  water  ; 
but,  having  to  swim  a  considerable  distance  before  I  reached 
him,  both  time  and  strength  were  lost.  I  tried  to  save  my 
brother,  who  was  much  exhausted.  At  this  time  Mr.  Henry 
Stedman  Polehampton,  of  Pembroke  College,  jumped  into  the 
water,  swam  towards  my  brother,  and  shortly  succeeded  in 
bringing  him  to  the  bank.  The  worst  part  was  now,  perhaps, 
accomplished ;  but  great  difficulty  still  remained  in  landing  my 
brother,  he  being  still  out  of  his  depth.  Mr.  Polehampton, 
however,  continued  to  support  him,  and  by  his  aid  and  the  per- 
sons on  the  bank  he  was  raised  out  of  the  water  over  some  bushes 
and  up  a  steep  ascent,  then  conveyed  to  Wyatt's  House,  where 
every  attention  was  paid  him.

**  On  the  17th  of  August,  1843,  when  returning  in  a  boat 
from  a  row  on  the  Beccles  river,  it  was  proposed  to  land  on  a 
wherry  which  lay  from  the  shore  towards  the  middle  of  the 
stream.  I  rose  and  laid  my  hand  on  the  wherry  whilst  William 
Garnham  sprang  on  to  it.  As  I  did  not  hold  firm  enough,  the 
boat  drifted,  and,  not  being  able  to  recover  my  balance,  I  fell  into 
the  stream,  the  depth  of  which  was  nine  feet.  On  rising  to  the 
surface  I  hoped  to  get  hold  of  the  boat,  but  she  had  drifted 
away  from  me.  I  rose  a  second  time,  and  saw  my  friend  William 
Garnham  with  a  countenance  full  of  agony.  I  again  went  to  the 
bottom,  and  almost  despaired  of  being  saved  :  a  sense  of  sleepi- 
ness was  coming  over  me,  when  I  heard  a  splash  in  the  water, 
and  felt  that  William  had  plunged  in  to  save  me.  This  gave  me 
hope  and  energy,  and  by  some  means  he  raised  me  above  the 
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water.  I  got  liold  of  his  arm,  but,  as  he  could  not  swim,  we  both 
sank  together :  by  a  violent  effort  he  again  raised  me  to  the  sur- 
face, and,  assistance  arriving,  we  were  extricated  from  our  peril- 
ous situation."

"  On  the  21st  of  September,  1843,  at  10  p.m.,  when  the 
barque  '  Marion'  was  hauling  into  the  West  India  dock,  Mr. 
Feild,  the  second  officer,  in  assisting  to  get  one  of  the  anchors  on 
the  forecastle,  accidentally  fell  overboard.  Captain  Campbell, 
who  was  in  his  cabin,  on  hearing  the  cry,  *  a  man  overboard,' 
hurried  on  deck,  and,  in  a  manner  reflecting  credit  on  him, 
instantly  jumped  overboard,  and  repeatedly  dived  in  his  efforts 
to  save  the  unfortunate  man,  but  without  success.  The  poor 
fellow  not  being  found  until  twenty  minutes  after  the  accident, 
hfe  was  extinct,  but  every  means  were,  nevertheless,  resorted  to 
to  restore  animation."

"  On  Tuesday  night  last,  Dec.  26,  1843,  Sir  Walter  Riddell, 
Bart.,  was  returning  to  his  residence  at  the  Palace,  Maidstone, 
when,  on  passing  the  mill-head  of  Messrs.  Mercer  and  Parton's 
mills,  the  honourable  baronet  met  a  man  and  woman,  and  imme- 
diately afterwards  heard  a  splash  in  the  water  and  a  cry  of 
distress.  Sir  Walter  hastened  to  the  spot,  and  seeing  something 
on  the  surface  of  the  water,  which  is  at  this  spot  about  six  feet 
deep,  and  runs  with  a  rapid  current  under  a  low  archway  of  the 
mill,  without  hesitation  plunged  in  with  all  his  clothes  on,  and 
succeeded  in  saving  from  a  watery  grave  the  woman  whom  he 
had  passed  just  before,  and  who,  by  some  means  or  other  not 
clearly  ascertained,  had  got  into  this  most  dangerous  situation, 
from  which,  without  the  honourable  baronet's  aid,  there  is  no 
probability  that  she  could  have  been  rescued.  The  difficulty  of 
effecting  a  landing  from  a  deep  piece  of  water  on  a  perpendicular 
bricked  embankment  is  obvious  ;  and  had  not  the  man  assisted 
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in  getting  her  on  the  bank,  it  is  not  likely  that  Sir  Walter  could 
have  accomplished  his  humane  object,  if  indeed  he  had  himself 
escaped  a  watery  grave."

N.B.  The  Secretary  of  the  Institution  is  indebted  to  Sir  John 
Croft,  who  resides  at  Miligate,  near  Maidstone,  for  the  follow- 
ing additional  particulars  : — Sir  Walter  Riddell,  on  rescuing 
the  woman,  carried  her  towards  a  public-house,  upwards  of 
two  hundred  yards.  His  strength  failing  him,  he  obtained 
assistance,  and  had  her  conveyed  to  the  Man  of  Kent,  where 
he  remained  in  his  wet  clothes,  affording  every  means  for  her 
recovery,  for  an  hour  and  a  half.  The  night  was  intensely 
dark,  and  nothing  but  the  most  prompt  and  determined  energy 
on  his  part  could  have  saved  him  from  being  swept  by  the 
rapid  mill-race  through  the  low  arch  with  the  woman  whose 
life  he  saved.

"  On  the  night  of  the  24th  of  December,  1843,  Mr.  Turner, 
on  returning  from  the  French  steam  frigate  '  Cuvier,'  lying  at 
Blackwall,  in  passing  from  the  barge  to  the  landing-place  at  the 
Brunswick  wharf,  unfortunately  fell  into  the  river  between  the 
barge  and  the  pier.  Jean  Joseph  Gesvret,  one  of  the  crew  of  the 
frigate's  boat  which  had  conveyed  Mr.  Turner  to  the  barge, 
threw  himself  into  the  river,  and  seized  hold  of  him  ;  but  the  tide, 
running  rapidly  down,  carried  them  both  to  the  lower  end  of  the 
barge  which  was  moored  close  to  the  pier,  and  the  force  of  the 
current  in  that  narrow  space  carried  Mr.  Turner  under.  Gesvret, 
who  narrowly  escaped  being  drowned  also,  was  rescued  by  the 
watchman's  throwing  a  rope  to  him."

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METHODS    OF    TREATMENT 

RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  SOCIETY. 


Cautions. 

Send  quickly  for  Medical  Assistance. 

1.  Lose  no  time. — 2.  Avoid  all  rough  usage. — 3.  Never  hold 
the  body  up  by  the  feet. — 4.  Nor  roll  the  body  on  casks. — 5.  Nor 
rub  the  body  with  salt  or  spirits. — 6.  Nor  inject  tobacco-smoke 
or  infusion  of  tobacco. 


To  restore  the  apparently  Drowned. 

I.  Convey  the  body  carefully,  with  the  head  and  shoulders 
supported  in  a  raised  position,  to  the  nearest  house. 

II.  Strip  the  body,  and  rub  it  dry ;  then  wrap  it  in  hot  blankets, 
and  place  it  in  a  warm  bed  in  a  warm  chamber  free  from  smoke. 

III.  Wipe  and  cleanse  the  mouth  and  nostrils. 

IV.  In  order  to  restore  the  natural  warmth  of  the  body — 

—  Move  a  heated  covered   warming-pan  over   the  back  and 
spine. 

—  Put  bladders  or  bottles  of  hot  water  or  heated   bricks  to 

the  pit  of  the  stomach,  the  armpits,  between  the  thighs, 
and  to  the  soles  of  the  feet. 

—  Foment  the  body  with  hot  flannels  ;  but,  if  possible, 

—  Immerse  the  body  in  a  warm  bath,  as  hot  as  the  hand  can 

bear  without  pain,  as  this  is  preferable  to  the  other  means 
for  restoring  warmth. 

—  Rub  the  body  briskly  with   the  hand  ;  do  not,  however, 

suspend  the  use  of  the  other  means  at  the  same  time. 

V.  Volatile  salts  or  hartshorn  to  be  passed  occasionally  to  and 
fro  under  the  nostrils. 

VI.  No  more  persons  to  be  admitted  into  the  room  than  are 
absolutely  necessary.

To  restore  the  apparently  Deadjrom  intense  Cold. 

Rub  the  body  with  snow,  ice,  or  cold  water. — Restore  warmth 
by  slow  degrees ;  and  after  some  time,  if  necessary,  employ  the 
means  recommended  for  the  apparently  Drowned.  In  these 
accidents  it  is  highly  dangerous  to  apply  heat  too  early. 


To  restore  the  apparent Ij/  Dead  from  Hanging. 

In  addition  to  the  means  recommended  for  the  apparently 
Drowned,  bleeding  should  early  be  employed  by  a  Medical 
Assistant. 


To  restore  the  apparently/  Deadjrom  noxious  Vapours,  &;c. 

1.  Remove  the  body  into  a  cool  fresh  air. — 2.  Dash  cold 
water  on  the  neck,  face,  and  breast,  frequently. — 3.  If  the  body 
be  cold,  apply  warmth,  as  recommended  for  the  apparently 
Drowned. 

To  restore  the  apparently  Dead  from  Intoxication. 

Lay  the  body  on  a  bed,  with  the  head  raised  ;  remove  the 
neckcloth,  and  loosen  the  clothes.  Obtain  instantly  Medical 
Assistance,  as  the  treatment  must  be  regulated  by  the  state  of 
the  patient :  but  in  the  mean  time,  apply  cloths  soaked  in  cold 
water  to  the  head,  and  bottles  of  hot  water,  or  hot  bricks,  to  the 
calves  of  the  leos  and  to  the  feet. 


To  restore  the  apparently  Dead  from  Apoplexy. 

The  patient  should  be  placed  in  a  cool  air,  and  the  clothes 
loosened,  particularly  about  the  neck  and  breast.  Bleeding 
must  be  early  employed  by  a  Medical  Assistant.  Cloths  soaked 
in  cold  water,  spirits,  or  vinegar  and  water,  should  be  kept 
applied  to  the  head,  which  should  be  instantly  shaved.  All 
stimulants  should  be  avoided.  In  cases  of  coup-de-soleil,  or 
strokes  of  the  sun,  the  same  means  to  be  used  as  in  Apoplexy.

Artificial  Respiration  by  Bandage. 

It  was  shewn  in  the  Report  of  1832,  that  the  application  of 
the  helloivs,  when  in  the  hands  of  inexperienced  persons,  was 
not  unattended  with  danger  to  the  skimbering  hfe  of  the  appa- 
rently drowned  ;  that  violence  and  indiscriminate  force  might 
convert  apparent  into  real  death.  In  order  to  guard  as  much  as 
possible  against  the  apprehended  consequences  of  the  unskilful 
though  zealous  use  of  this  instrument,  a  new  but  easy  mode  of 
imitating  natural  breathing  was  then  for  the  first  time  introduced*. 
It  has  been  thought  necessary  to  repeat  those  instructions,  and 
to  furnish  an  expeditious  plan  of  preparing  the  necessary  appa- 
ratus at  the  instant  required ;  which  the  following  sketch  is  in- 
tended to  illustrate.

A  piece  of  flannel,  an  old  blanket,  sheet,  or  other  cloth  (the  most 
readily  obtained  at  the  moment),  is  to  be  cut,  of  the  following 
size  and  in  the  following  manner : — In  length  6  feet,  in  breadth 
18  inches ;  6  strips  are  then  to  be  cut  or  torn  in  the  direction  of 
the  length  on  each  side  ;  each  strip  is  to  be  3  inches  broad  and 
2  feet  long.     The  untorn  portion  (2  feet  in  length  and  18  inches 

*  The  Society  16  indebted  to  Mr.  John  Dalrymplc,  surgeon,  for  this  plan. 
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broad)  is  to  be  placed  under  the  back  of  the  patient,  from  the 
armpits  to  the  upper  part  of  the  hip  bones.  The  strips  are  then 
to  be  brought  over  the  chest  and  belly,  interlacing  with  each  other 
of  the  opposite  sides  (as  the  fingers  are  interlaced  in  clasping  the 
hands).  The  strips  thus  arranged  are  to  be  gathered  into  a 
bundle  on  each  side  ;  and  if  then  they  be  drawn  in  opposite  di- 
rections by  two  assistants,  the  edges  of  the  bandage  will  be  made 
to  approach,  and  firm  and  equal  pressure  produced  on  the  chest 
and  belly  of  the  patient. 

The  assistants  should  then  compress  and  relax  the  bandage  at 
the  rate  of  25  per  minute.  By  applying  the  flame  of  a  candle 
or  the  fine  down  of  a  feather  to  the  mouth  and  nostrils,  it  will  be 
readily  seen  that,  on  each  firm  pressure  of  the  body,  air  will  be 
expelled  from  the  lungs  :  upon  the  relaxation  of  this  pressure 
the  chest  will   regain  its  original  size,  and  air  rush  in  to  supply 

the  deficiency.

In  the  absence  of  such  a  bandage,  two  or  three  silk  handker- 
chiefs may  be  made  to  supply  its  place,  and,  if  applied  in  the 
same  manner,  will  answer  a  similar  though  not  so  extended  a 
purpose. 

Management  after  Hecovery* . 

The  greatest  possible  care  is  required  to  maintain  the  restored 
actions;  so  as  on  the  one  hand  to  avoid  excitement,  or  on  the

other  to  prevent  their  cessation.  If  suicide  has  been  attempted, 
and  thus  happily  prevented,  we  cannot  but  impress  the  necessity 
of  the  most  guarded  conduct.  This  part  will  most  likely  devolve 
entirely  on  the  medical  practitioner. 


General  Observations. 

On  the  restoration  of  life,  a  tea-spoonful  of  warm  water  should 
be  given  ;  and  then,  if  the  power  of  swallowing  be  returned, 
small  quantities  of  warm  wine,  or  weak  brandy  and  water,  warm  : 
the  patient  should  be  kept  in  bed,  and  a  disposition  to  sleep  en- 
couraged, except  in  cases  of  apoplexy,  intoxication,  and  coup- 
de-soleil.  Great  care  is  requisite  to  maintain  the  restored  vital 
actions,  and  at  the  same  time  to  prevent  undue  excitement. 

The  treatment  recommended  by  the  Society  is  to  be  persevered 
in  for  three  or  four  hours.  It  is  an  erroneous  opinion,  that 
persons  are  irrecoverable  because  life  does  not  soon  make  its 
appearance;  and  it  it  absurd  to  suppose  that  a  body  must  not  be 
meddled  with  or  removed  without  the  permission  of  a  Coroner. 

that  in  cases  of  asphyxia,  or  suspended  animation,  there  exists  a  period  of 
danger  after  the  respiration  has  been  restored,  and  the  circulation  re-esta- 
blished, at  whicli  death  rnay  take  place  when  we  are  the  least  prepared  to  ex- 
pect it. 

"Bichat  has  shewn  that,  when  dark-coloured  blood  is  injected  into  the 
vessels  of  the  brain  by  means  of  a  syringe  connected  with  the  carotid  artery, 
the  functions  of  the  brain  become  immediately  disturbed,  and  in  a  short  time 
entirely  cease:  the  effect  is  precisely  similar,  whether  the  dark-coloured 
blood  be  transmitted  to  the  brain  by  the  syringe  of  the  experimentalist,  or 
by  the  heart  itself.  Thus,  in  cases  of  asphyxia,  the  dark-coloured  blood 
which  has  been  propelled  through  the  vessels  during  the  suspension  or  im- 
perfect performance  of  respiration  acts  like  a  narcotic  poison  upon  the 
brain  ;  and  no  sooner,  therefore,  does  it  extend  its  malign  influence  to  that 
organ,  than  the  deleterious  effects  are  produced,  and  the  animal,  after  appa- 
rent recovery,  falls  into  a  state  of  stupor,  the  pupils  of  the  eyes  become  di- 
lated, the  respiration  laborious,  the  muscles  of  the  body  convulsed,  and  it 
speedily  dies, poisoned  bi/  i/s  own  blood."

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RULES    AND    ORDERS 


ROYAL   HUMANE   SOCIETY. 


I.  That  this  Society  do  consist  of  a  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Treasurer,  Directors,  Governors,  Chaplains,  Medical 
Assistants,  and  Secretary. 

II.  That  a  Subscription  of  One  Guinea  annually  constitutes 
a  Governor  ; 

Two  Guineas  annually  a  Director  ; 
Teti  Guineas  a  Life  Governor; 
Twenty  Guineas  a  Life  Director. 

That  any  Subscription  to  Branch  Societies  of  Ten  Shil- 
lings annually  shall  constitute  a  Governor — but  to 
render  a  Subscriber  eligible  as  a  Member  of  a  Local 
Committee,  he  must  contribute  annually  to  the  amount 
of  One  Guinea  or  upwards. 

The  Executor  of  any  person  paying  a  Legacy  of  Fifty 
Pounds,  to  be  a  Life  Governor  ;  and  of  One  Hun- 
dred Pounds,  to  be  a  Life  Director. 

Governors  have  the  privilege  of  attending  all  General 
Courts ;  and  Directors  have  the  additional  privilege  of 
attending  all  Committees. 

III.  That  two  General  Courts  be  held  annually, — on  the  Se- 
cond Tuesday  in  January,  and  the  Second  Tuesday  in  July ; 
Seven  Governors  to  be  a  Quorum.  That  an  Extraordinary 
General  Court  may  be  called  either  by  the  Treasurer,  or  by  a 
requisition  in  writing  of  Thirteen  Directors  or  Governors,  ad- 
dressed to  the  Secretary. 

IV.  That  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  Chap- 
lains, Secretary,  Collector,  and  Messenger,  shall  be  elected  at 
the  Annual  Court  in  January. 
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V.  That  a  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  same  Court, 
which  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer, 
Chaplains,  Directors,  and  Forty-Jive  Members  ;  Three  of  whom 
may  act  as  a  Quorum.  That  the  Committee  meet  on  the  Third 
Wednesday  in  each  month  ;  or  oftener,  if  occasion  should  require. 

VI.  That  the  Committee  have  power  to  make  By-laws,  sub- 
ject to  confirmation  at  the  next  General  Court,  and  to  define  the 
duties  of  the  respective  Ofiicers. 

VII.  That  the  Committee  have  power  to  suspend  any  Officer 
or  Servant  till  the  next  General  Court,  and  to  appoint  others  in 
the  mean  time. 

VIII.  That  three  Auditors  be  elected  at  the  General  Court  in 
January,  who  shall  meet  and  audit  the  Accounts  previously  to 
each  General  Court ;  and  that  the  Accounts  be  signed  by  two, 
at  least,  of  the  Auditors,  and  submitted  to  each  General  Court. 

IX.  Gentlemen  desirous  of  becoming  Medical  Assistants  are 
to  be  proposed  to,  and  elected  by,  the  Committee. 

X.  That  the  Committee  recommend  those  persons  whom  they 
deem  worthy  of  becoming  Honorary  Members,  and  of  having 
Honorary  Medallions,  to  the  General  Court ;  and  that  such  Me- 
dallions as  shall  be  ordered  by  the  Committee  be  presented  at 
the  subsequent  Anniversary  Festival. 

XI.  That  the  usual  Rewards  (having  reference  to  the  number 
of  Persons  actually  engaged  in  the  Preservation  of  Life)  be  paid 
only  in  cases  which  occur  within  thirty  miles  of  the  Metropolis 
(except  at  those  places  where  Branches,  in  connexion  with  this 
Society,  have  been  established) ;  with  Uberty  to  the  Committee 
to  give  rewards  to  any  particular  cases  that  may  occur  beyond 
those  limits. 

XII.  That  One  Pound  be  given  to  any  Publican  or  other 
Person  who  shall  admit  the  body  of  any  Individual  apparently 
Drowned  or  Dead,  with  a  view  to  its  recovery,  into  his  house 
without  delay,  send  instantly  for  medical  assistance,  and  furnish 
the  necessary  accommodations. 

XIII.  That  three  members  of  the  Committee  be  elected  at  the 
General  Court  in  January,  to  be  joined  with  the  Treasurer,  as 
Trustees  for  Stock  and  Funded  Property. 

XIV.  That  the  Anniversary   Sermon  be  preached,  and  the 
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Festival  held,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  General 
Court  in  January. 

XV.  That  proceedings  on  business  of  importance,  transacted 
at  the  different  Meetings,  together  with  Cases,  Subscriptions,  or 
whatever  may  be  for  the  information  of  the  Public  or  the  advan- 
tage of  the  Society,  be  from  time  to  time  published,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Committee. 

XVI.  That,  if  a  Debate  arise  at  a  General  Court,  such 
Question  shall  be  determined  by  the  holding  up  of  hands,  unless 
a  Ballot  be  demanded  by  nine  Members  :  in  case  of  an  equality 
of  Votes,  the  Chairman  shall  have  a  casting  Vote. 

XVII.  That  all  persons  within  five  miles  of  London,  who 
claim  the  Premiums  offered  by  this  Society,  shall  produce  their 
Testimonials  to  the  Secretary  within  one  month,  signed  by  three 
respectable  Housekeepers  acquainted  with  the  accident,  and  the 
Medical  Assistant,  if  any  attended,  or  by  the  Minister  of  the 
Parish  ;  but  if  the  distance  be  considerable  from  the  Metropolis, 
two  months  shall  be  allowed,  though  as  early  an  application  as 
possible  is  in  all  cases  expected.

The  Brighton  Branch  Committee  of  the  Royal  Humane 
Society  present  to  tlie  public  the  Seventh  Annual  Report  of 
their  proceedings;  and  trust  that  the  nature  of  the  important 
duties  entrusted  to  their  hands  is  too  well  known  to  the  inhabit- 
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ants  and  visitors  of  this  important  district  to  require,  upon  this 
occasion,  any  detailed  description  of  thera.  Nevertheless,  they 
feel  it  incumbent  upon  thera  to  state  the  manner  in  which  they 
have  endeavoured  to  fulfil  their  trust,  and  the  assistance  which 
they  have  received  in  furtherance  of  it. 

The  first  avowed  object  of  the  Royal  Humane  Society  is, 
to  collect  and  circulate  the  most  approved  and  effectual  methods 
for  recovering  persons  apparently  drowned  or  dead  ;  and  this  ob- 
ject the  Brighton  Branch  Committee  have  endeavoured  to 
secure,  in  the  past  as  in  former  years,  by  placing  large  printed 
lists  of  the  rules  to  be  observed  in  assisting  the  restoration  of  life, 
at  the  various  stations  belonging  to  them  along  the  front  of  the 
town  ;  and  by  distributing  smaller  copies  of  the  same  among  the 
bathing  machines  and  fishing  boats. 

The  second  object,  viz.  that  of  suggesting  and  providing  suit- 
able apparatus  for  the  preservation  and  restoration  of  life,  has 
been  also  attained,  as  heretofore,  by  providing  and  keeping  at 
each  station  the  apparatus  recommended  by  the  Parent  Society, 
and  by  employing  an  agent  whose  business  it  is  constantly  to 
inspect  the  same,  and  to  have  it  ready  for  use  upon  any  sudden 
emergency.  In  like  manner,  those  means  and  instruments  of 
help  which,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Parent  Society,  the  Com- 
mittee have  in  former  years  felt  it  their  duty  to  provide,  in  order 
to  meet  the  peculiar  exigencies  of  this  place,  and  the  nature  of 
which  they  have  described  in  former  Reports,  have  all  been 
maintained  in  a  state  of  complete  efficiency.  The  utility  and 
advantage  of  them  also  have  been  proved  by  the  experience  of 
the  past  year.  The  fisherman  has  received,  in  the  moment  of 
peril,  the  assistance  of  the  life-buoy  with  which  his  boat  has  been 
furnished ;  the  vessel  in  distress  at  sea  has  been  relieved  by  the 
life-boat,  which,  through  the  exertions  of  its  gallant  crew,  has 
reached  her  from  its  station  at  the  Chain  Pier  ;  the  helpless  and 
the  dying  have  been  drawn  up  by  the  cliflf-crane  from  the  base  of 
the  cliff,  at  a  time  when  the  tempestuous  waves  beating  against 
it  prevented  the  extension  of  any  other  aid  ;  and  the  children  and 
others  of  the  working  classes,  who  are  compelled  to  resort,  for  the 
purpose  of  bathing,  to  the  eastern  and  western  extremities  of  the 
town,  have  been  carefully  watched  over,  and  in  many  instances 
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saved  from  death,  by  the  men  whom  the  Committee  have  ap- 
pointed, with  boats  at  their  command  to  render  them  assistance. 

With  reference  to  the  third  branch  of  the  Society's  operations, 
namely,  that  of  bestowing  rewards  upon  those  who  are  instru- 
mental in  the  preservation  and  restoration  of  life,  the  Committee 
have  followed  the  same  rules  which  they  have  prescribed  to  them- 
selves from  the  outset;  carefully  inquiring  into  the  merits  of 
each  case,  and  then  awarding  either  some  pecuniary  gift,  or  recom- 
mending to  the  Parent  Society  to  confer  their  honorary  distinc- 
tions upon  the  persons  who  have  thus  aided  in  helping  their 
fellow-men. 

This  has  not  been  the  least  grateful  part  of  the  duties  which 
they  have  had  to  perform ;  and,  in  referring  to  it  now,  the  Com- 
mittee desire  gratefully  to  record  the  deep  sense  of  obligation 
which  they  feel  towards  Captain  Wheatly,  R.N.,  Inspecting 
OflBcer  of  the  Coast  Guard  in  the  Rottingdean  District,  and  to 
the  oflBcers  and  men  under  his  command,  at  the  Fishersgate, 
Hove,  Brighton,  Black  Rock,  Greenway,  and  Birling  Gap 
Stations,  for  the  promptitude,  and  zeal,  and  courage,  with  which 
they  have  at  all  times,  and  upon  all  occasions,  given  their  assist- 
ance for  the  preservation  of  life.  The  Committee  have  also 
another  debt  of  obligation,  which  they  owe,  and  which  they  hereby 
acknowledge  no  less  gratefully,  to  Captain  Wheatly,  to  Lieu- 
tenant Pratt,  of  the  Brighton,  and  to  Lieutenant  Franklin,  of  the 
Black  Rock  Station,  for  the  constant  attention  which  they  have 
given  to  the  interests  of  the  Society,  and  for  the  benefit  derived 
from  their  practical  knowledge  and  experience. 

In  noticing  the  assistance  which  the  Committee  have  received 
from  the  public  in  furtherance  of  these  important  objects,  they 
have  to  acknowledge,  with  sincere  thankfulness,  the  service 
rendered  in  their  behalf  by  the  Rev.  Frederic  Reade,  who  preached 
at  St.  Margaret's  Chapel  during  the  past  year.  It  was  to  have 
been  wished  that  equal  sympathy  had  been  felt  by  the  inhabitants 
and  visitors  of  Brighton,  when  the  appeal  was  made  to  them, 
once  and  again,  for  special  assistance  in  support  of  the  bathing- 
fund.  The  expense  of  the  men  and  boats  required  for  securing 
the  efficient  superintendance  which  has  been  mentioned  above, 
does  not  amount  to  less  than  £3..4s.  per  week;  and  since  it  is 
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impossible  that  the  funds  of  the  Committee  can  bear  this  ex- 
pense, they  trust  that  the  justice  of  their  appeal  must  be  ad- 
mitted, and  that  sympathy  and  support  will  not  be  denied  to 
them  in  future  years.  With  the  expression  of  this  hope,  and  of 
their  prayer  that  God  may  grant  His  blessing  upon  the  work 
which  is  before  them,  the  Committee  offer  this  Report  to  the 
consideration  of  their  fellow-townsmen.
